Coach  Owen  was  born  in  1924 
in  Roseboro,  North  Carolina  and 
moved  to  Kentucky  while  he  was 
still  very  young.  At  Pineville 
High  School  he  played  football, 
basketball,  and  was  a distance 
runner  on  the  track  team.  After 
he  graduated  he  enrolled  at  East- 
ern Kentucky  where  he  played 
freshman  basketball.  The  next 
three  years  he  spent  in  the  Air 
Corps.  In  1945,  after  he  received 
his  discharge  he  enrolled  in  Van- 
derbilt where  he  played  three 
years  of  football.  After  he  re- 
ceived his  B.A.  in  1948.  he  went 
to  Amory.  Mississippi,  as  an  as- 
sistant on  the  coaching  staff.  In 
1949  Coach  Owen  took  over  as 
head  coach  and  developed 
Amory 's  team.  During  his  years 
at  Amory  he  produced  Tiger 
Adams,  All-American  High 
School  End  in  1952. 

In  1953  he  came  to  M.B.A.  and 
in  his  first  season  here  he  coached 
a team  that  went  to  Columbus, 
Georgia  to  the  Clinic  Bowl.  This 
year  he  did  it  again  and  sent 
the  Big  Red  to  the  Clinic  Bowl 
in  Nashville. 

Coach  Owen  has  not  been  alone, 
however,  in  his  efforts  to  build 
M.B.A. 's  athletic  department.  This 
year  he  has  been  ably  assisted 
by  Robert  McNeilly,  Bud  Curtis, 
and  the  prettier  half  of  the  Owen 


family,  Mrs.  Owen,  who  is  the 
team  statistician.
